It  is  a  definite  rise  over  that 
of  1943-44,  r/hich  v/as  24;17,  and  is  the  highest  European  birth 
rate  recorded  since  1933? 

The  European  infant  mortality  rate  of  27.43  is  lower 
than  that  of  the  previous  year,  which  was,  33.^^. 

There  were  337  more  births  than  d'-^aths  '■,'’uring  the  year 
under  consideration.

or)inion  holds  that  the  treatment  of  rainor  uncomplico.tod 
infectious  disease  cases  in  their  owol  homos  is  hy  far  the 
wiser  procedure  from  tlie  patient’s  point  of  viov/,  and  it  is 
douhtful  whether  the  act  of  moving  the  patient  to  an  isolation  ■ 
hospital  when  the  most  infectious  pl'iLLSc  has  passed,  i.e,  v/hen' 
the  disease  hocomes  recognised,,  in  any  vn\y  servos  t.)  curtail 
or  shorten  an  ex^idemic*.  Schools,  hoarding  schools  and  hostels 
have  hoen  advised  to  xjrovido  isol  .tion  acconniodation  for  rainor 
uncomplicated  infectious  diseases,  sucli  as  Ohichen-xaox,  Dorman 
Measles,  uncomialicr.tod  Measles  and  mild  Scarlet  Fever*  '

Minor  surgical  and 
medical  treatments  are,  hov/ever,  given  daily  and  x^rove  a  great 
boon  to  patients  who  otherwise  would  have  to  wal^:  to  the 
Government  Hospital  for  such-  treatments* 


Tho  European  District  Burse  and  Coloured  Midwife 
are  in  daily  attendance  for  treating  minor  medical  and  surgical 
conditions*  The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends 
the  clinics  on  Wednesday  afternoons  when  patients  are,  treated 
for  Venereal  Disoases  and  excmiined  generaily* 

In  addition,  in;iGctions  for  patients  suffering 
from  Bilharzia  are  given  three  tiuies  a  weeh  by  a  European  Hale 
Clinical  Assistant  under  the  direction  of  tho  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  year  under  review  has  hoen  a  fall  one;  some 
progress  has  heen  made,  hut  it  must  he  recorded  that  as  the 
Inspectorate  Staff  position  is  at  the  presene  time,  little, 


if  any,  real  advancement  can  he  loolced  for.  The  Department’s 
inspectorate  staff  is  totally  inadec[uate  to  maintain  even 
matters  of  routine  cnviroiraental  hygiene  at  a  reasonahle  level. 
Authority  exists  from  Council  for  a  full  estahlicimiont  of 
hoaith  inspectors,  hut  ov/ing  to  the  policy  of  Central 
Government  it  seems  unlikely  that  we,  will  he  ahle  to  recruit 
staff  until  such  time  as  Government  sees  fit  to  revert  to 
normal  peace  time  immigration  restrictions.

O-Gnoral  conditions  at  tho  Brickfields  ^  in  many  instancos, 
are  considerably  improved <,  but  irntil  sucli  time  as  the  canalisation 
scheme  to  the  Makabuzi  reaches  finality  and  fresli  leases  are 
entered  into,  no  real  satisfaction  can  be  expressed  in  reyard 
to  those  conditions.

New  Market  Regulations  were  gaae,tted  during  the  latter 
period  of  the  year  and  arc  being  enforced. 


During  November,  1944>  a  Troasur;y  Official  took  over 
all  the  financial  oije  rat  ions  of  the  Market,.  The  out -of -hand 
system  of  selling  was  introduced  and  'nas  proved  useful  to  the 
thrifty  housewife.

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NATIVE  AFFAIRS, 

'The  Native  Supervisor’s  Report  in  this  connoction  is 
set  out  helow:- 

M3QUR, 

There  has  heen  sufficient  Ijibour  to  sui^ply  the 
demands,  Lrfoour  was  plentifal  during  the  iiionths  of 
August,  to  Pehruary,  1945V  the  supply  falling  off 

somewhat  from  March  to  June,  This  is  chiefly  duo,  T^rohahly, 
to  the  Tohacco  season  when  the  Toeacco  Comi)anies  Gmi:>loy  a 
large  nu.-.roer  of  natives. 

Attached  is  a  list  of  the  numher  of  natives  employed 
in  each  Department,  showing  wages  paid  and  the  average  pay 
per  native  per  month.  It  Avill  he  seen  that  the  total  • 
average  wage  for  the  year  was  26/7y(l  that  for  tlie  month 
of  Juno,  1945#  it  was  28/-.  Neither  of  these  rates  reached 
the  maximum  of  the  lahourers  grade  3  w-iich  is  32/6d. 


There  is,  in  my  opinion,  an  improvement  in  the 
native  lahour  ovh.ng  to  general  tightening  up  on  ahsenteeism, 
slackers,  etc*,  and  to  the  natives  hein,g  isorc  satisfied  about 
wages  and  food,  'There  is  still  room  for  improvement  though, 
especially’'  hy  the  gradual  weeding  out  of  unsuitable  boys  said 
habitual  loafers.  This  of  course  takes  time  and  it  is 
necessary  that  Eui‘opeans  in  cjiargo  of  natives  should  be 
constantly  reminded  of  the  necessity  of  discharging  loafers.

the  food.  They  are  ad  lowed  to  have  as  much  cooked  imalio 
meal  as  the^^  wish,  but  are  onl;.  ’  allowed  their  laid  "down 
weights  of  beans,  aieat ,  ^vegetables  and  nuts*  It  lias  been 
found  that  by  allowing  the  natives  to  have  as  much  cooked 
meal  as  they  like  they  just  finish  their  12  lbs,  per  week 
per  boy*. 

An  attempt  vais  made  to  introduce  soya  beans  for  thg 
natives  , drawing  raw  rations,  but  practically  every  native 
refused  them*  '  Since  then  I  htive  gradually  added  a  small 
amount  of  soya  beans  to  the  other  beans  being  cooked  in  the 
kitchen,  until  we  reached  the  present  amount  of  10%*  The 
lyatives  are  taking  them  giiite  happily  and  I  do  not  .propose  ^ 
to  increase  tjis  percentage  any  liirther* 

Rico  was  tried  out  mth  tlie  object  of  giving  a 
variation  from  mg alio  meal.  It  was  found  that  rice  did  not 
increase  in  weight  and  bulk  very  much  more  than  mealie  meal, 
and  as  the  cost  was  much  more,  the  idea  was  abandoned*.

HOUSING* 

The  housing  position  remains  much  the  same* 

There  are  roughly  25  natives  in  non-MuniGii3al  quarters 
(on  farms,  etc*)',  and  roughly  100  natives  paying  their  ov/n 
rent  in  the  Location,  Most  of  these  have  refused  to  have  their 
rent  paid  for  them*  The  reason  for  this  is  that  they  are  afraid 
they  v/ill  not  get  other  quarters  if  they  are  discharged  from  us* 
This  makes  the  Municipal  Housing  position  more  difficult  hecause 
if  any  of  these  natives  leave,  nev/  natives  who  are  taken  on  in 
their  place  will  have  to  have  other  housing  accomiaodation  found 
for  them*  This  is  the  chief  reason  for  my  request  that  no 
housing  should  he  granted  to  Municipal  natives  in  the  Location 
hy  the  Superintendent  of  the  African  Township*  This  unsatis¬ 
factory  position  v/ould  then  gradually  cease* 

The  housing  of  the  Night  Soil  natives  is  had  and  should

It  is  extremely  important,  in  my  opinion,' 
for  Heads  and  Buh-Heads  to  frequently  remind  Europeans  in 
c.jarge  of  native  labour  of  the  importance  of  keeping  the  native 
Yip  to  scratch  and  the  importance  of  v;eeding  out  the  slackers 
and  replacing  them  hy  better  hoys.  It  is  only  in  this  way 
t]''at  good  gangs  can  he  built  up  and  maintained.
